CITY OF PARIS HAS 


A SERIOUS PROBLEM 


Must Provide Accomodation for 120, 
. ooo Persons Evicted From Homes 


by Sales of Fortifications. 


f l t V A.SSOCIATKL> 1'IlKSS.l 


Paris. Jan. 25.—The formidable pro- 


blem, of finding accomodations for 
120,000 people who are to be evicted 
from their .dwellings owing to the sale 
of the antiquated fortification of Paris 
to city authorities by the French gov- 
ernment is now before the municipal 
council for solution. 


The space occupied by the 21 mile 


wall encircling Paris and the "firing 
zone" f>00 yards in width facing it are 
to be converted 
into 
public parks. 


This space is now covered by many 
thousand ramshakle houses, occupied 
by the very poor people and in many 
instances turned into resorts for crim- 
inals and tramps. The proprietors pay 
a small annual sum for the privilege 
of being allowed to construct these 
huts on the condition that they are 
subject to destruction in case of war. 
There is not sufficient accomodation 
for the occupants 
in other .parts of 


city. 


The amount of money expended on 


these old 
fortifications 
erected 
in 


1S40 and now to be raised exceeded 
two hundred million, dollars. 
It is 


impossible to enter tlie city without 
passage through one of the seventy 
gates now used as tax collection sta- 
tions.

The fact that an 
unusually large 


number of the states are sending to 
the senate men well qualified for the 
place by reason of their previous legis- 
lative ^experience in the lower house 
of congress is a subject of much fa- 
vorable comment in Washington just 
now. 
A. review of the list shows that 


a majority of the new men who will 
sit. in the senate after .March 4 have 
already served as representatives. 


The 
toga of Senator Bailey of 


Texas,, now worn temporarily by Col. 
U. M. Johnston, an appointee of the 
governor, will after March 4 fall upon 
the shoulders of Morris Sheppard, 
who has been a representative in con- 
gress the past ten years and has been 
looked upon as one of the Bryanite 
leaders in that body. 


Another prominent member of the 


lower house who will be seen in the 
senate is John W. Weeks, who has 
been named to succeed Senator Crane 
of Massachusetts.. Mr. Weeks, though

All parcels should be wrapped so as

Fork, Wayne County, Indianny."

If there were classes where one could be taught the usages of society, 


they-would be of great help to many an ambitious young man or girl. 


Breeding is supposed to be a matter of birth; but nevertheless, the 


bright, ambitious boy or girl could be taught, to some extent, how to be a 
lady or gentleman. 
And In this country of ours, where so many who 


need this-training forge to the front, without doubt, such classes would be 
popular.

Fads and Fashion 


New York, Jan. 23.—The fashioning 


of gowns is no longer a matter sub- 
ject to set and rigid rules; it has be- 
come an art and only artists in 'their 
metier can ever hope to succeed . in 
producing modern gowns and 
cos- 


tumes tha are really beautiful and be- 
coming. Darts, gores and other de- 
vices.for the shaping of garments .are 
eliminated from fashionable 'toilettes 
of the present. 
A length oE goods 
is 


draped about the figure to form 
the 


skirt, the fullness being 
lifted 
or 


lowered at will to form the drapery. 
Fabrics are neither cut nor sewn, but 
swathe'the figure. 
They are 
often 


eft open at the hem 
to reveal 
a 


;limpse of the ankles, and in 'the for- 
mation of the train there 
is no set 


rule. It may be at 'the back if it con- 
veniently falls that way, but in some 
of the new draped forms the train goes 
off to the side. 


The natural and beautiful 
lines of 


.he body are retained in the fashions 
of today. In all of the new 
draped 


effects the skirt is close about he feet, 
and the fullness spreads 
just below 


the curve of the hips. This fullness 
is often placed in the form of hood- 
like or loop draperies hanging from 
•the belt. Such a thing as a dart for 
fitting a skirt is at present unknown. 
If the material cannot be adjusted to 
the belt through the dropping down of 
a part of the fabric fullness it is laid 
in irregular pleats or gathered. 


In the construction of the 
bodice 


quite as many new and extraordinary 
ideas 
prevail as 
in the skirt. 
The 


jackets and coats of the present also 
come in -for their share of eccentri- 
city in cut. They defy all rules, hav- 
ing seams where .seams are least ex- 
pected to be found, arid having 
no 


seams where they have 
heretofore 


been found. 


In the newest bodices and coats the 


underarm seam is lacking. The shap- 
ing is done by means of the shoulder 
seairi, cr through the application of a 
curving yoke which extends down to 
form the top of the sleeve./ Unlike the 
kimono cut of the 
ordinary 
form, 


which had no shoulder scam or arm- 
hole seam, but did have an underarm 
seam, the new bodice now has no un- 
derarm seam, but has an armhole and 
a shoulder scam. 


Sleeves for street wear 
arc long. 


Many o£ the new separate waists, 
as 


well as simple costumes, have 
full- 


length 
sleeves and there 
are also 


many of the more dressy gowns with 
long sleeves. 
The kimono form 
has 


been retained to some extent, but it 
is the kimono set on to the dropping 
or extended 
shoulder and 
brought 


down into fitted form. There are 
a 


hundred variations of this style 
of 


sleeve, some of which are straight— 
hanging, others flaring and open, and 
still others in the bell shape. 


New evening skirts are slashed and 


"cut 
up' about the feet in all sorts of 


frivolous fashions, and yet such skirts 
do not appear the least out of the way 
when worn by a lady. The long lines 
and the openings disclose nothing save 
a dainty white or colored stocking, and 
stockings being in evidence this win- 


i ter, now fill an important place in the 
, wardrobe for both day 
and evening 


wear. .Low shoes, or, rather, slippers, 
are still worn for the street, and it is 
considered quite chic to put a pair of 
colored hose with a black slipper. 


Women who go out a great deal in 


the evening, or those who put 
on 


evening dress for dinner, this winter, 
are having several plain satin slips of 
white and various delicate dyes made, 
over which is to be slipped tunic of 
net, mousseline, or tulle, embroidered, 
beaded or finished in pearl trimming. 
With such changes, a new gown is the 
effect all the time, while the expense 
is greatly reduced. 


A practical scarf to be thrown over 


the shoulders at the opera or in 
a 


draughty ballroom is one of the coarse 
lace edged with swanstlown, the lat- 
ter of white or any tone one wishes. 
The scarf is about, a yard and a half 
long by a half a yard wide, or it may 
be three-cornered in shape, all at the 
desire of the wearer. 
The effect is 


dainty, the lace is softening and en- 
riching to no matter what colored toi- 
let one wears, and the covering is just 
enough to cheer without heating 
the 


shoulders. 


Many fashionable women still cling 


to the flat stole of swansdown. But 
this, while beautiful, is too warm, and 
removing it from the neck one is apt 
to take cold. 


Fur continues to dominate for trim- 


mings for evening wear. Nothing is 
prettier or softer, but for good effect 
only the real peltry looks well, while 
imitations look outrageously vulgar. 


Colred gloves are to be much worn. 


They a.re shown in almost every color 
in which afternoon powns and street 
suits are made, in all shades oE red 
and blue, in. green and every variety 
of tan and brown. 


White glace kid gloves lined with 


pink or blue kid show heavy real lace 
in a turned back cuff over the colored 
lining. 


Black and white 
gloves are also 


smart. 
Heavy white stitching shows 


on the back of black glace kid gloves 
which have big white rimmed, black 
centered pearl 
buttons and 
which 


show facings of white kid at the wrist. 


White street gloves, on the 
other 


hand, show black stitching, 
a black 


wrist facing and black rimmed while 
pearl buttons. 
Black gloves with, a

Third—Place corncobs or dry kind- 


ling on the paper first, crossing the 
sticks so that the air may help the 
flame. 


Fourth—Put on the coarser kind- 


ling or firewood and a little coal iff 
it is to be a coal fire, or larger sticks J 
of wood if a wood fire. 


Fifth—Light the paper from below 


so that the flames may go up. 


• Sixth—Add more 
wood 
or 
coal 


when the fire is nicely started and 
close the damper. 


Seventh—Never pile on wood 
or 


coal until the covers are raised from 
the stove, nor-kit it become red-hot. 


Eighth—A stove is more easily kept 


clean and adds much to 
tbe bright- 


ness of a kitchen il: covered with a 
paint like aluminum. 
It is used on 


stoves in street cars, water hydrants, 
radiators, etc. 


Ninth—Be careful in tbe use 
of 


matches, not 'to strike them on the 
wall or woodwork, but on the box 
or a piece ol: sandpaper ,and have a 
tin box in which to drop burnt ends. 


Tenth—No matter what fuel is used 


for cooking, learn the first thing how 
much fuel and heat is necessary for 
the different, foods cooked.
